his continual! interceſſion towards God the Fa- 
therfor vs. And although hee bee in heauen as 
touchiog his corporall preſence, where the Fa- 
ther hath now ſer him at his right hand,commic- 
ting vnto him the adminiſtration of all things, 
as wellin heauen aboue, asin the earth beneath, 
yet is hee prot with vs his members, cuen to 
the end of the world, in preſeruing and gouer- 
ning vs with his effeftuall power and grace,who 
when allthings are fulhlled which God hath 
ſpoken by the muuth of all his Prophets ſince 


the world began, will come in the ſame viſible 


forme in the which hee afcended, with an vn- 
ſpeakeable maieſty, power, and 'tompany to ſe- 
peratethe Lambs from the Goats, theele& from 
the reprobate, So that none whether he be aliue 
then,or dead before, ſhall eſcape his judgement, 

Moreouer, I belecue and confelle the holy 
Ghoff,God <qualt with the father and the ſonne, 
who regenerateth and ſanQifiethys, ruleth and 
gurdeth vs vntoall truth, perſwading moſt aſ- 
ſoredly fm our confciences, that we be the chil- 
drenof God, Brethren eo Iefus Chriſt, and fel- 
low heres with him of: life euerlaſting: yet not- 
withſtanding it is not ſufficient to belecue that 
God is omnipotent and mercifull, that Chriſt 
hath made ſatisfaRion, or that the holy Ghoſt 
hath his power and cffe&, except wee doe ap- 
ply the ſame benefits to ys whichare Gods ele.
